Chou steered Nehru to 
where two youths stood In 
bright saffron and red robes. “I 
believe you may like to meet 
the Dalai and Panchen Lamas,” 
said China's Foreign Minister, 
the ghost of a smile flitting 
ocross his mobile’ face. 


For me, it wos ao dramatic 
moment. The Dalai Lama gave 
Nehru’s Indla two thousand 
miles of common frontier with 
a Communist country when he 
accepted the absorption of Tibet 
into China. It had a bitter 
blow to Nehru. 


There wis a moment's pause. 
Behind us, the Chinese gencrala 
rustled softly. A glass tinkled, 
a foot shuffled. Perhaps I'm a 
sensitive soul, but it stemed to 
mo you could fcel the whole 
Chinese Army pressing at your 
back during those few seconds
